Each person in the United States 
who is fn either of these classtflcations 
nnist ^ret busy at 'once if penalties arc 
to be avoided. He slionbl secure a 
Iihink l'"orni 104(1 .\ for reporting net 
income up to $5,IXX), or Form 1040 If 
his net Income exceeded that amount. 
Forms are being distribiited by Collec- 
tors and their Deputies, also by banks. 
l\y following the instructions on the 
forms a correct return can he prepared 
at home. If a person needs advice or 
aid. the Deputy Ck^ectors in the Held 
will famish this witiioot diarge. 

Tbe new Revenue law places the In- 
come Tax (hiiy on citizens and resi- 
dents. Tlie Internal Revenue Bureau 
is sending its men to work right with 
the public to get the tax and the re- 
turns In. With active co-operation 
every tax due March 15 will be paid 
and every return required by law will 
be in the Revenue offices on tiaaa. 

Exemptions Are Aiiawwd. 

A single person is allowed a personal 
exemption of $1,000. If he is support- 
ing in his household relatives who are 
dependent upon him he may claim tlie 
status of the head of a family who ha:^ 
tbe same exemption as if married. 

A married person iffto lives with 
wife or htisband Is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. The head of a 
family is entitled to dain a slorilar 
personal exemption. 

An additional exemptloB of $200 is 
allowed for each person under eight- 
een or Itacapable of self support who 
was dependent upon and received his 
chief support from the taxpayer. 

A husband and wife living together 
are entitled to bat one personal ex- 
saaptloo of 92j00a If they make sep- 
nrnip returns the exemption may be 
claimed by ci;her or divided.

Taxable Income. 

An Individual must Include under 
gross income all gains, profi;3 and In- 
come derived from salaries, wages or 
compensation for personal service of 
whatever kind and in whatever form 
paid or from profAslon% vocatkma, 
business, sales or deaUnga In pt op aitj 
of all kinds, interest rent, dividends 
or profits derived from any source 
whatever. Very few Items of income 
are exempt 

Eteductions include ordinary and nec- 
essary business expenses, interest paid 
or accrued on indebtedness, taxes of 
all kinds except Federal income and 
excess profits taxes and assessments 
for local benefits, losses actoaily sos- 
tained, debts ascertained to be worth- 
less and depreciation on buildings, ma- 
chinery, fixtures, etc.. used in business. 
A further deduction is allowecl for con- 
tributions to corporations operated for 
religious, charitable^ scientific or edu- 
cational poiposes or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals to an 
amount not exceeding 15 per cent of 
the taxpayer's net income as computed 
without the ben^ of tbm centilbatloa 
deduction. 

The taxpayer is not allowed to de- 
duct any personal, living or family ex- 
pense, any amount spent for Improving 
property or making good its exhaus- 
tion for which an allowance is claimed 
under dqtredatlon. 

Figuring the Tax. 

Before figuring the normal tax the 
dividends are deducted as credMafMB 
net income, together with the pssasaal 
exemption. As in previous ysan^ divl* 
dends of domestic coiporatloaa ara ex- 
empt from normal tax when received 
by the stockholder. 

The normal tax rates for citizens 
find residents are as follows: On the 
first $4,000 of net income in excess of 
the credits the rata Is 6 per cmt; on 
any further taxaUa laeonie the rata Is 
12 per cent 

The surtax rates apply to net in- 
come of eacli individual in excess of 
$5,000. The personal exemption and 
the dividends are not deductible before 
computing surtax. In the ease of re- 
turns by husband and wife, the net 
income of each Is considered separate- 
ly In comi)uting any surtax that may 
be due. Form 1040 should be used for 
tnaking returns of net Income exceed- 
ing $5,000. and the Inatroctlona tm that 
form will show how to figure the sor- 
tax.

Trained Home-Maker Is to Have 
an Eight Hour Day and Stand- 
ard Minimum Wage. 

Oooraea for training home assist- 
ants, who^ will go into the home by the 
day, hoar or week and work on a 
schedule of hours and fixed wages, 
have been inaugurated by the Toong 
Women's Christian Aaaodatton aa a 
means for meetlac tta pnMaai ct do- 
meatic service. 

The object of this coarae, now being 
Wed out in New Yorli City, Is to place 
danestic service on the same dignified 
baria as deileal work, tndned mnalng 
or other professions open to womsB. 

The home assistant will work eight 
horn a day for a salary of fl5 a week. 
She will not live In the home of her 
employer or take her meals there. She 
will have an hoj'- f T liinohcon, when 
she can go to a restaurant or eat a 
innch whldi She haa brooght with her 
Jnst as she would were she employed 
in a factory. The employer will not 
address the home worker by her first 
name. She will be Miss Smith or Mrs. 
Brown, as the case may be. 

Applicants for the couae are care- 
fully selected, and registrants are ap- 
pearing In large numbers. With the 
same Independence as to recreation 
hours, places of eatln? and living as 
the factory girl, house-work lias a 
greater appeal, as being a leaa l aa— >»• 
nous and more InterestfeagwaA t» the 
averase woman. 

The (•ours^' is a thorough one In plain 
cooking, waiting on table and door. 
chamt>er work, plain sewing, care of 
children, making of menos and the 
washing and Ironing of light things. 
Heavy work is to be done by outside 
workers. On graduation the student 
reooives a cettUcato which provt s her 
qualification as a dependable home 
worker capable of attending to all ordl- 
nary duties In a home. 

The Yonn.i,' Women's Christian Asso- 
ciation has been interested In the prob- 
lem of domestic service both from tiie 
standpoint of tiie employee and from 
that of tho employer for some years. 
The first commission On Hotisehold 
Employment made its report at the 
fifth iialioTial l onvi'nr'nn of the Young 
Women's PhrisMaii .V<snt<iarion held in 
I..OS Angeles, Cal.. in May, 1915.

WORJUN ITALY 

Tea and Chib Rooms Opened for 
American Women. 

IMiu Charlotte Niven, Director of lUI- 
Ian Work, Prepares for Influx of 
American Wontan Students. 



Italy l8 now included in the war 
work of the American Y. W. C A. 

Miss Ifsbd Warner of tWlna. Kui., 
aud t^blcafo left Paris a few days ago 
for Rome, wliefe she will be in charge 
of a Hostess Boose for Anerlesn girls 
(imployed there by the American Red 
Cross, the Embassy and the new Tu- 
berculosis Oommlssloii. ifiss Warner 
has been director of the Y. W. C. A. 
Hostess House -at Brest, France. 

Miss Warner will open a tea room 
and club rooms where the American 
women can gather for social times. 
Rome is harboring a refuge population 
of about 40,000 and accommodations 
are difBcnlt to find. 

The work in Rome was started as a 
direct result of tiie a^eal of Miss 
Charlotte Ntren, one of the National 
Y. W. C. A. secretaries in Italy, who Is 
spending a few months in France as 
advisor In the Frendi work. 

Miss Niven's dreams of Y. W. G A. 
work in Italy include the maintenance 
of a resMenee for non-Italian women, 
who, she feels, will come to Italy In 
great numbers after the war to study 
sraslc and art. 

"I believe at this time such a project 
is particularly important because wo- 
BMB from other countries should be 
encouraged to come to Italy to replace 
the great numbera of German women 
who flooded Italy in the past, many of 
them paid agents of their govern- 
ment," Miss Niven said In discussing 
her plans. 

Miss Niven has asked the American 
Y. W. C. A. to aid the Italian Associa- 
tion In establisliing a center, perhaps 
at Glenoa, with two American secre- 
taries, wltii physical and recreational 
training, to act as a training school for 
Italian women. In connection with it 
her plan would include a Hostess House 
for girls passing through the city or 
employed Acre. ' Sadi a center woald 
become eventually the center for all 
Y. W. C. A. work fn Italy, b(Kii Italian 
and foreign. 

In her formal appeal for lielp for the 
Unione Cbrlstiana Delle Giovani (the 
Italian name for Young Women's 
Christian Association) Miss Niven has 
emphasized two facts, the poverty of 
the Italian Association on the one hand 
and the need and opportunity on the 
other for an Am^can program In 
Italy at the present time. 

jriss Nivon's favorite way of illus- 
trating tlie friendliness of the Italian 
woman to America is by telling the 
Story of the Italian mother who said 
she had taken down the pletmw of the 
Madonna which had hung for many 
years over her bed and was putting In 
its place one of President Wilson. 

"In our work in the Unione we have 
lacked trained leaderdiip as well as 
the material resources to give sach 
training. We have had no means to 
buy modern equipment. Consequently 
we have not the visible results of 
American and British work. 

"Feeble as our work may be, it is 
not useless. Many glrhi in all parts of 
Italy have told us how mnch the 
Unione meant In their Uvea. Italian 
girls are toucliin^rly grateful for the 
smallest efforts. They respond eager- 
ly to friendliness. 

"There is no otlier agency doing in 
Italy what tiie Association Is trying to 
do." 

Miss Nf\en hi's spent the past seven 
years in work with the Italian wo- 
men, starting as director of a hostel, or 
boarding home, for Italian women stu- 
dents at Florence. She is an Ameri- 
can from New York, where die was 
one time tiead of the Chrlstadoim Set- 
tlement House.

A reconstruction massage course, 
lectures In snatomy, phyiriiriogy, mus- 
cle work and remedial movemmt mas- 
sage, theory and practice, electrother- 
apy and hydrotherapy are given by 
doctors and nurses, who also super- 
vise practical work at the T. W. C A. 
and at hospitals. The courses are rec- 
ognized by the Surgeon Oeneral. 

Similar courses have also been open- 
ed in the New T*rk City Central 
Branch Y. W. C. A., where a specialty 
is made of brush-making with a view 
to training women as toadets tor re- 
cwstriictlon hospitala.
